I am submitting this testimony in favor of SB0787 on behalf of the Maryland Legislative Coalition.  The

members.   

There is a frightening need for this legislation.  Imagine a child who is raped.  The very first thing that 
the parents want to do as soon as they can think clearly, is to get the child treated for sexually 
transmitted disease.  HIV screening is expensive, as is treatment.  If the parents are turned down for 
the treatment by the insurance company because they do not have prior authorization, and they 
cannot afford the screening, they are stuck in an untenable position. 

We, as a society, should take down as many barriers in that situation as possible.
